** THE SHADOW OF A HOPE OF RELIEF FROM THE 
RAILROAD IMBROGLIO. 


(Cincinnati 
Enquirer)—Compliance 
by 
leaders 
of 
rail­ 
roads unions, said to represent 500,000 organized employes, with 
President Harding's request that they submit “labor’s plan” for a 
settlement of the transportation problem now before the Railroad 
Labor Board, is encouraging- 
It also suggests that these union 
leaders are taking a loss radical view of their relations and re­ 
sponsibilities to the public and are willing to make concessions 
from iheir proclaimed unyielding stand on the national agree­ 
ments. 
This may be more in response to public opinion as ex­ 
pressed through the President than to inherent desire to yield 
any part of what they wrested from an alarmed Director General 
on the eve of the termination of Government management. 
At 
least it indicates a dawning appreciation of the unreasonableness 
of the attitude they have assumed before the labor board and a 
vision of more practical business sense at Washington than they 
were wont to encounter there. 
The proposal may not contain all the concessions that rail­ 
road managers desire to secure. It may not express a willingness 
to concede all the changes in the national agreements that the 
executives have demanded. 
It may not provide for the abroga­ 
tion of all the obnoxious working rules of which the executives 
complain. 
But it contains at least the admission that some of 
these rules are impracticable and unduly absorptive of revenues, 
and are possible of judicious modification. 
It concedes that the 
national agreements contain features that more properly may be 
reserved for local consideration. It opens the way for compromise, 
at least, and that of itself is a concession after their months of 
insistence that the agreements should be retained wholesale. 
Much will depend on the attitude assumed by the executives 
in this new development of the case as to the course now to be 
taken by the Administration. 
There is reason to believe that 
the executives will find the way open to participate in the proposed 
conference should the President cal! it. If it should lead to a sat­ 
isfactory readjustment of the present working agreement, such 
as will enable the railroads to put into effect the economies which 
they claim the existing working rules prevent, estimated to make 
possible a saving of $300,000,000 annually, it will be a good | 
thing for transportation and for the country as a whole. If inter­ 
cession by the President results in such a conclusion of the con­ 
troversy with which the labor board has been wrestling futilely 
for months, it will be one of the greatest possible achievements 
ol his Administration.

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HAYS ARMS FORCE FOR MAIL BANDITS. 


Drastic action to stop the recent orgy of mail robbers has 
been promised by Postmaster General Hays, after he had con­ 
ferred with his corps of inspectors. 
The Postmaster General announced the handling of valuable 
mail would be put back on the basis it was in the West a genera­ 
tion or more ago, when armed postal employes carried mail by i 
stage or horseback and fought for the honor of the service. Mr. 
Hays said the department had made a standing offer of $5000 
reward to any postal employe who brings in a mail robber. 
It 
is to be open war with the bandits from now’ on and the Postoffice 
Department is to rely upon the courage of its own men. 
“These robberies must stop and stop now,” asserted Mr. 
Hays. 
“We are going to use every power available to do this, 
no m atter how drastic it is. The West knows how to handle these 
criminals, just as they used to do in the old Wells-Fargo days.” 
The following order was sent out: 
“To any postal employe 
or other P ie rso n who brings in a mail robber the Postoffice De­ 
partment will pay a reward of not exceeding $5000. .All essential 
postal employ as will be fully armed and every man is expected to 
uphold the honor of the service.” 
As means of further safeguarding the mail, the department 
promises a rigid investigation of the method of handling mail, 
particularly registered mail. 
Doubtless a new system of trans­ 
porting valuable packages will be advised to circumvent hold-ups.
